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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not reasonably disclose or suggest a "simultaneously depositing and etching a 
core layer" which covers an entire surface of the side walls and horizontal surfaces - 
such as shown in the embodiment of Figures 1A-1C as disclosed at [0023]. Not to be 
confused with the invention of Figure 4B which has the core layer 22 (only) at the top, 
and instead has a sidewall layer which covers the sidewalls [0038] ; although (as per 
[0038]) the "core material' covers all the features, the "core layer" does not.
